3. The current status of the drawings was not clear and the Examiner requested the 
Applicant to resubmit the drawings. Applicant complied and the following changes to the 
drawings must be performed. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must 
make these above agreed upon drawing changes. Figures 7, 8, 9 and 10 have words present but 
are not able to be read. These figures are not fit for Patent literature. The fields in the drop down 
lists are able to be read. The remaining text is not able to be read. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's response contains persuasive arguments. When taken in combination 
or singularly the references do not teach the central message repository and the claim 
limitations supporting the operations of the invention. The Template reference is a 
distributed system, the messages are built in the distributed object oriented workflow 
system. Furthermore, the monitor function focuses on the transaction and processes but 
fails to show the original message data. The differences of the functional impact are 
covered by the Applicant in the response between pages 1 8 - 20. Differences in the 
functionality are well covered on page 21 . The arguments over the EDI reference are 
found on pages 22-23. The Examiner had raised the issue of EDI data, EDIFACT and 
transaction sets as meeting the limitation of a central message repository, the Applicant's 
response is on page 18. 

Furthermore, in reviewing the Microsoft Message Queuing and IBM MQI, both 
references teach a logging function but fail to teach the message monitoring from the 
central repository.
